Flood Danger WHO IS ELIGIBLE: 


Eases Some 
in the South 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The danger of new flooding in 


(he stricken areas of the South- 
land lessened as the Weather Bu- 
reau predicted rains today would 
be less than had been anticipated. 


But the floodsvaters receding 


from 
the hard-hit inland cities 


posed a threat to areas farther 
south. 


The rains, which moved into 


Louisiana and Mississippi Monday 
night and spread across Alabama 
and Georgia today, were expected 
to be much lighter than had been 
originally forecast. The Weather 
Bureau in Atlanta said the rain 
would be mostly showers and 
very light except in north Alaba- 
ma, north Georgia and Tennessee 
where it would be moderate. 


The new flood danger area ex- 


tended from J a c k s o n , Miss., 
across to Bainbridge, Ga. The 
lowlands around the Mississippi 
capital city were evacuated Mon- 
day night as the crest moved 
down the Pearl River. An esti- 
mated 600 persons may be forced 
out of their homes at Jackson. 


In Alabama, Selma braced for 


a 57.8-foot crest on the Alabama 
River which earlier had forced 
thousands from their homes at 
Montgomery. An estimated 1,400 
persons were being cared 
for 


Monday night invRed Cross shel- 
ters at Selma. 


President Kennedy designated 


most of the flood-ravaged area as 
a major disaster area, eligible for 
federal aid. The Small Business 
Administration named 15 counties 
in Alabama, 6 in Mississippi and 
2 in Georgia as being eligible for 
reconstructon 
or 
rehabilitation 


loans. 


Three multimillion-dollar pub- 


lic works projects on the Chat- 
tahoochee River between Georgia 
and Alabama were 
in 
danger 


from the flood waters. The U.S. 
Corps of Engineers prepared to 
flood the entire 20-acre construc- 
tion area to save a large coffer 
dam at the Sis-million Columbia 
(Ala.) dam and lock project. 


At Fort Gaines, Ga., minor 


leaks were reported in a coffer 
dam surrounding the Walter F. 
George lock construction site. At 
Georgetown, the river 
already 


had swept away two 30-foot con- 
struction bridges and overflowed 
a small coffer dam at the site of 
a new highway bridge and rail- 
road trestle under construction. 


The death toll has climbed to 


33 in the flood area.

tary of Welfare Abraham Ribicoff 
said Monday after conferring with 
officials of Louisiana, Arkansas, 
and Mississippi that he came to 
no conclusions about the possibil- 
ity of changing a controversial 
ruling by his predecessor on aid 
to dependent children. 


Ribicoff said he wanted to dis- 


cuss the situation with officials of 
Oklahoma, Texas and Michigan 
before arriving at any decision. 


At issue is a ruling by former 


secretary Arthur S. Flemming 
that effective July 1, 1%!, no 
.state would be allowed to partici- 
pate in the federal program which 
denied aid to needy children be- 
cause of the behavior of their par- 
ents or other custodians.

Louisiana legislature 
in 


19GO passed a law providing that 
a child had to be in a suitable 
home in order to receive benefits 
under the federal-state aid to de- 
pendent children program. 


About 22,000 Louisiana children 


were removed from the program 
in 19GO because of the new law. 


Flemming's ruling was directed 


at this stale action.
